o The annual “Crazy about Caladiums” program was conducted by Charlotte County Extension on 
July 23rd and 26th with one-hundred and five participants. With caladium bulbs supplied by 
Happiness Farms, Inc. in Lake Placid, attendees received a free bag of bulbs and a short 
program about caladiums, how to successfully grow and ways to conserve water and limit 
fertilizer use. Tom Becker, Florida-Friendly Landscaping™ Horticultural Program Assistant taught 
the classes and helped expand participants’ knowledge on this Florida favorite – caladiums! 

o Right Plant, Right Place: Underused Florida native shrubs and vine were planted to demonstrate 
proper landscape selection and use in a newly renovated display bed at the environmental 
campus. Three types of wild coffees, two types of American beautyberry, golden creeper, 
tarflower and jacquemontia were added to pre-existing laurel oak tree and saw palmetto. These 
native shrubs require no fertilizer during the summer months acting to minimize runoff and show 
wide spacing to reduce pruning and keep the display as low maintenance as possible.  

o Community Garden Update: Extension held their first organic gardening orientation led by a 
Master Gardener for History Park Community Gardeners. Forty-five gardeners have completed 
the required organic vegetable garden training with the remaining 25 this fall. The garden is 
located next to Sunday morning’s farmer’s market held at History Park in Punta Gorda.   

o Bromeliads and Mosquito: A Florida-Friendly Landscaping™ program planned for August 16 will 
help homeowners reduce Zika- carrying mosquitoes on their properties. Tips include: 1) Use airy, 
open landscaping to reduce dense, landscaping that stays overly wet, 2) Flush, treat, drain or 
cover flower pot saucers, rain gutters, etc. that catch and hold water including bromeliads, 3) Be 
on the lookout for container mosquitoes, species capable of transmitting Zika, 4) Prevent rain 
barrels or cisterns from becoming containers for mosquitoes, and 5) Make sure water doesn’t 
puddle in your yard by freeing and unclogging any stormwater drains holding debris

 Natural Resources 
o Staff has been hard at work completing the requisite vegetative monitoring on FCT properties. 

This work is conducted annually. The data collected is used to determine the effectiveness of

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management efforts and also the direction of land management activities moving forward. The 
monitoring plots show change over time in the vegetative communities within each property. 

o Staff treated approximately 15 acres of exotics this week. This week staff focused on tropical 
soda apple, Caesar weed and Australian pine. These are all category 1 exotics and are highly 
invasive in our native landscape. The initial indications are 80% effectiveness on the tropical soda 
apple and Caesar weed treated on Prairie Creek Preserve. In addition to the in-house treatments 
staff also contracted approximately 200 acres to be treated on Charlotte Flatwoods 
Environmental Park. When possible staff can and will treat directly as a cost saving measure but 
on a larger scale staff will enlist the aid of an exotic treatment professional for control.  

o Staff responded to a request by FWC for information regarding gopher tortoise surveys. This 
request came from Michelina Dziadzio, Gopher Tortoise GIS and Monitoring Coordinator. This 
data was requested to update the population information on a statewide level.  

o Staff assisted in the Freedom Swim preparations at the request of CCSO. Staff installed “snow 
fencing” to discourage the public from parking their vehicles along SR 41 and from crossing 41 
and thereby avoiding potentially dangerous situations.  

o One of our Sea Turtle Monitor’s has reported to us that in her area, Palm, Knight, and Don Pedro 
Islands (not including the state park) has over 470 sea turtle nests (as of 07.05.2016). This is 
wonderful news considering we are only mid-season. Last year at the end of season this same 
area had about 420 nests total. This is turning out to be a busy year! 

o This week staff continued the work toward meeting the grant award requirements for the Florida 
Communities Trust agreements. To date the vegetative survey data is nearly complete for the 
FCT properties.  

o Staff also assisted in the removal of the “snow fence” that was installed at the request of 
Charlotte County Sheriff’s Office. The fencing was installed on the north side of the Peace River 
to increase the safety of the citizens participating in the Freedom Swim event. 

o Staff also conducted a prescribed burn on the south side of Shell Creek Preserve. This burn is 
the first on Shell Creek this year and the second burn in 4 years on this particular unit. Fire is an 
essential part of the natural processes shaping the structure and composition of the Florida 
landscape. Prescribed fire is a necessity and is the most natural tool land managers can utilize to 
effectively manage property. The burn covered approximately 15 acres and will help in the 
planning of burning the surrounding units on the property as the potential for spot over is greatly 
reduced on units regularly managed by fire. 

o Staff also conducted another treatment of Caesar weed and tropical soda apple on Prairie Creek 
Preserve. This treatment is in part a follow-up to an earlier treatment but also additional areas 
were found and treated. 

o There is a new Wilsons Plover nest on Gasparilla Island North (Boca Grande)  
o Staff focused on end of the year reports for Florida Community Trust grant compliance. 

Specifically the vegetative plot surveys were completed at Oyster Creek, Cedar Point and Ann 
Dever Regional.  

o Staff also spent some time removing debris from the trails. The debris is a result of frequent, 
sometimes strong, summer storms.  

o Staff also dedicated a significant amount of time to contractors. Several jobs have come up that 
are better conducted by licensed contractors.  

o Staff continued the efforts to meet the Florida Communities Trust annual reports. Staff conducted 
gopher tortoise surveys on Ann Dever Regional Environmental Park as well as a cooperative 
effort for Charlotte County Sheriff’s Department.  

o Staff also conducted exotic flora control treatments on approximately 3 acres of Prairie Creek 
Preserve. The target species consisted of Caesar weed, tropical soda apple and lygodium.  

o Staff continued the ongoing task of trail maintenance, working this week on Oyster Creek 
Environmental Park.

levels. A consultant performed a hydrological specialty test. The investigation report is due mid-
August. 

o CARE Facility Expansion:  Construction will begin in early August.  The pre-construction meeting 
was scheduled. 

o Justice Center Expansion:  A meeting was held on July 28th reviewing several deployment 
options with the agencies regarding possible relocation/renovation with future expansion keeping 
within the existing building footprint. A follow-up meeting is scheduled for August 15th refining the 
options. 

o Cape Haze Pioneer Trail Connector:  The contractor is installing site drainage system and 
parking lot area. 

o Fleet Vehicle Wash Facility:  The consultant completed 80% design plans, under staff review. 
o Port Charlotte Beach Floating Dock:  Construction has begun, installing seawall. 
o Spring Lake Boardwalk and Parking Renovations: RFB submitted to purchasing. 
o ADA Various Improvements: Project design and specification package was submitted to 

purchasing for bid for construction. Anticipate the bid process to be completed by end of 
September. 

o Harbour Heights Boat Ramp:  The Army Corps of Engineers permit application was submitted 
with no additional Request for Additional Information (RAI).  County is awaiting permit approval. 

o El Jobean Fishing Pier:  Final construction documents have been sent to purchasing.   
o South County Regional Park:  The design services RFP was written and under staff reviewed.  
o Murdock Service Area and VIP Parking Area:  Changes to the main gate design and operation 

were made prior to the start of construction. This was expected to be nearly cost neutral as the 
changes eliminated significant construction elements. However, the revised cost came in 
significantly higher. Staff is now considering other options. 

o Bayshore Live Oak Park Shoreline Restoration:  Staff and consultants submitted a response to 
the Corps Request for Additional Information (RAI). The Corps will continue the review process.  

o Sales Tax Project – CCSO District 1 Offices:  The guaranteed maximum price received BCC 
approval on July 12th. County staff are relocating gopher tortoise beginning on August 8th. 

o Sales Tax Project – Jail Infirmary:  The consultants are progressing with the construction 
documents (CD). County and jail staff are reviewing the 50% CD plans for consultant input. 

o Sales Tax Project – Veterans Memorial Park:  Guaranteed Maximum Price (GMP) was submitted 
for BCC approval at the September 13th meeting.

o The Human Services Director attended the Circuit 20 Regional Consortium meeting in Ft. Myers 

hosted by the Central Florida Behavioral Health Network, Inc. (CFBHN). CFBHN serves as the 
Managing Entity for Mental Health and Substance Abuse grant funds from the Department of 
Children and Families for the Southwest Florida Behavioral Healthcare service providers. 
Discussion included Senate Bill 12 (SB12) and new provisions for Homelessness and Supportive 
Housing, SOARS Training, Receiving Centers, Regional Needs Assessment, and Transportation.  
SB12 requires more involvement with counties in the development of a comprehensive plan.   

o A client, on limited income and who is enrolled in the Department’s Family Self-Sufficiency 
Program, wanted to have her two sons learn how to swim recognizing the potential danger facing 
young children in Florida. The client’s case manager referred her to the South County Recreation 
Center’s Scholarship Program and the client met with the aquatics manager to sign them up.  As 
a result of receiving financial assistance, her two sons are able to take swimming lessons.   
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o Ms. G. is disabled and lives with her son. She has been getting by without any assistance, but 
recently faced a crisis when her air conditioner broke, causing the electric bill to be triple the 
normal amount.  Due to her fixed income, she was at a loss as to how to pay the bill.  Using grant 
funds from the Low Income Home Energy Assistance Program (LIHEAP), her program specialist 
was able to assist her in resolving the crisis and help avert any possible medical issues due to the 
heat.  

o Family Services staff met with Habitat for Humanity to discuss Family Self Sufficiency program 
client referrals and Habitat home ownership requirements. 

o The Loan Forgiveness Program (housing) report was submitted to the BCC at its July 12th 
meeting. The second phase will be to take the policy back to the Board for review and 
continuance. 

o Reconfiguration and renovations to Housing and Civil Citation office suite at the Loveland facility 
have been completed adding two additional offices for staff.   

o Veteran Services staff, Ivey Winkler, was able to coordinate community donations and assist a 90 
year veteran, who was referred by a social worker at the VA Clinic, for repairs to his AC unit.     

o Veteran Services also provided outreach to 35 members of Charlotte Estate Council on VA 
benefits.   

o A Civil Citation youth was recently assigned community service hours at a local church. The 
youth enjoyed the family atmosphere at the church so much that she invited her own family to 
attend and they are now members. The youth and her siblings will be attending a church camp 
through a church scholarship. 

o 211 Supervisor participated in the newly formed chronically Homeless Functional Zero committee 
to review community needs including mental health/substance abuse resources and housing 
needs.   

o Senior Services notified subcontracted in-home services of a new billing submission protocol. The 
new protocol will ensure a more efficient and timely billing process.    

o A Family Self-Sufficiency Program client was consistently coming up short on paying her bills due 
to an outstanding student loan she was trying to pay.  Program staff suggested she explore a 
temporary reduction in student loan payments due to her current income and dependents.  She 
applied for the economic hardship and was granted a one year payment deferral so she could get 
back on her feet.    

o An EMS/Firefighter heard Veteran Services, David Rockow’s CIT briefing at Charlotte Behavioral. 
Briefing prompted this veteran to review his service and realize he may be eligible for benefits 
from the VA that he was unaware of.   

o 211 staff assisted a caller in a potentially life threating domestic violence situation by referring her 
to CARE. Caller was appreciative of the referral to the community resource for help.  

o Veteran Services staff attended an award ceremony hosted by Congressman Rooney to present 
service awards to Vietnam War veteran Willoughby Glenn Wilson. 

o The Family Services Manager and Department Director participated in prep sessions for the 
Together Charlotte initiative. The first leadership stakeholder workshop will be held in August. 
There will be four workshops and three community conversations in total over the course of 3 
months. Through this Together Charlotte initiative it is expected that a cohesive vision and 
strategic plan for all health and human services in Charlotte County will be created.     

o The HS Department Director and Division Managers participated in the KPMG facilitated 
countywide session to finalize each Department’s Long-Term goals and Short-Term initiatives 
that align with the BCC focus areas. Outcome measures were developed to correspond with the 
goals and initiatives.

o Tom Adam’s Bridge Rehabilitation – This project will replace the existing Tenderhouse, electrical 
and mechanical equipment. The proposed Tenderhouse will provide a gateway to Manasota Key 
and will feature a standing seam roof, color coordinated with the Bridge, and large observation 
windows designed to withstand hurricane winds. The proposed Tenderhouse will provide visibility 
of traffic and pedestrians approaching the structure when the Bridge is being opened or closed. 
Currently, the Bridge tender's view is obstructed. The existing concrete railing and guardrail will 
be removed and replaced with a steel traffic barrier and aluminum handrail, which will allow for 
widening the sidewalk to a minimum of five (5) feet. The sidewalk surface will be topped to correct 
slope and alignment issues. The project also includes the replacement of the existing traffic 
gates, traffic signals, the approach slabs, abutment wall cap, slope pavement, and the Bridge will 
be repainted. Construction Contract: Quinn Construction, Construction schedule: 3/29/2016 – 
6/7/2017.

o Construction is underway. Stormwater drainage has been installed, subgrade is being mixed and 
sidewalk concrete is being poured. Restoration of the areas around the new sidewalks has begun 
and progress is being made. 

o Construction is 80% Complete. 
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o South Gulf Cove Sidewalks – The South Gulf Cove MSBU Advisory Board requested 
approximately 17 miles of multi-use pathways within the South Gulf Cove subdivision. Phase One 
includes the design and construction of approximately 2.7 miles of off-street pathways on 
Ingraham Boulevard from Gasparilla Road to Calumet Boulevard and on Calumet Boulevard from 
Ingraham Boulevard to St. Paul Drive. Construction Contract: Bonness, Inc., Construction 
Schedule: 11/9/2015 – April 2016  

o Sidewalks are installed and final punch list items are nearing completion. 
o Sidewalk Projects in Design, Negotiation or Procurement 

 
o Cape Haze Drive - Design and construction of approximately 3,400 linear feet of sidewalk along 

Cape Haze Drive, from Arlington Drive north to approximately 450' north of Links Lane, where 
Cape Haze Drive becomes a four lane road. Design Contract: Johnson Engineering, 
Design/Permitting: March 2015 – Summer 2016, Procurement: TBD, Construction: Early TBD 

o At the May 4, 2016 MSBU Advisory Board meeting, a motion was made to reduce the width of the 
sidewalks from 8' to 6'. Johnson Engineering is revising the final sidewalk design plans to 
accommodate the reduced with. Notification and coordination with SWFWMD will occur.   

o Harbour Heights Sidewalks - This project consists of constructing approximately 2.75 miles of 5' 
wide sidewalks within the Harbour Heights MSBU District. Sidewalks are proposed along the 
following six (6) roadways: Sunnybrook Road (from triangle at Broadpoint Dr. to Peace River Dr.), 
Peace River Drive (from Sunnybrook Rd. to San Marino Dr.), San Marino Drive (from Broadpoint 
Dr. to Peace River Dr.), Broadpoint Drive (from Voyageur Dr. to Washington St.), Sulstone Drive 
(from Sunnybrook Rd. south to end), Voyageur Drive (from Broadpoint Dr. to end). Design 
Contract: Charlotte Engineering, Design/Permitting (Public Works Engineering): 6/27/14 – May 
2015, Procurement: Summer 2016, Construction: TBD 

o PreBid for the project is set for July 13th. The bid opening is scheduled for August 3rd. The 
project award by the Commissioners' is set on the Agenda for September 13th. Please keep in 
mind the bid opening and award are tentative and could require to be rescheduled due to the 
bidding process. 

o Parkside - Gertrude Avenue/Aaron Street Multi-Use Path - This project will provide for a 10’ multi-
use path, landscaping, decorative lighting, a pocket park and signage along Gertrude Avenue, 
from Caring Way to Aaron Street, and along Aaron Street from Gertrude Avenue to Harbor 
Boulevard. Design Contract: Johnson Engineering, Design/Permitting Schedule: June 2015 – 
Summer 2016, Procurement Process: TBD, Projected Start of Construction: TBD 

o The Parkside Board authorized an additional sidewalk on the north side of Aaron Street to 
Gertrude Avenue, as well as an additional sidewalk on the southwest side of Gertrude Avenue 
from Caring Way to Aaron Street. Johnson Engineering is working on the 90% design plans and 
has submitted the application for SWFWMD permitting. 

o Parkside - West Tarpon Boulevard/Ambrose Lane Multi-Use Path - This project includes a 10' 
multi-use path, landscaping and decorative lighting along West Tarpon Boulevard from US 41 to 
Ambrose Lane and on Ambrose Lane from West Tarpon Boulevard to Elkcam Boulevard. Design 
Contract: Johnson Engineering, Design/Permitting Schedule: June 2015 – Summer 2016, 
Procurement Process: TBD, Projected Start of Construction: TBD 

o The Parkside Board met on Jan 12 to review budgets and design options and authorized staff to 
move forward with design of an additional sidewalk on the south side of West Tarpon 
Boulevard to Ambrose Lane.  

o Johnson Engineering is working on the 90% design plans and has submitted the SWFWMD 
permit application; SWFWMD permitting is expected to be complete in June. 

o Placida Road Safety Improvements (Rotonda Boulevard West to Boca Grande Causeway) – 
Safety improvements include the construction of a 10’ wide bicycle-pedestrian path between 
Rotonda Boulevard West and Boca Grande Causeway and roadway/intersection improvements 
including: 

o Northbound left turn at Panama Drive. 
o Southbound left turn at Bantry Bay. 
o Southbound deceleration lane at Cape Haze Drive. 
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o Mill and resurface between Rotonda Boulevard West and Boca Grande Causeway. 
o Standard street lighting between Rotonda Boulevard West and Cape Haze Drive. 
o Design Contract: Giffels-Webster Engineers, Design/Permitting Schedule: through Spring 2016, 

Procurement Process: Summer 2016, Projected Start of Construction: Fall 2016 
o Charlotte County Utilities added a reclaimed water line and force main sewer to this project. 

Conducting utility work in conjunction with construction of the multi-use path and safety 
improvements will minimize disruption to residents and businesses within the project limits. 

o The bid package is complete and has been sent to Purchasing. 
o Parade Circle Sidewalk Connections - The Rotonda West MSBU Advisory Board requested that 

sidewalks be installed along the feeder roads leading to Parade Circle. Construction will consist 
of six (6) sidewalks, six (6’) feet wide, approximately 900 lineal feet each, starting at the Parade 
Circle and continuing to the next roadway intersection but not going through the intersection at 
the following locations:  

o Oakland Hills Road to Annapolis Lane 
o Pebble Beach Road to Mark Twain Lane 
o Pinehurst Road to Mariner Lane 
o Broadmoor Road to Broadmoor Lane 
o Long Meadow Road to Long Meadow Lane 
o White Marsh Road to White Marsh Lane 
o Design Contract: Johnson Engineering, Design/Permitting: 7/1/2014 – Nov. 2015, Procurement: 

through 6/14/2016, Construction: 6/20/2016 – 10/18/2016 
o Phase 2 sidewalk connections: Bids were opened May 18. A recommendation to award the 

construction contract was presented to the Board of County Commissioners on June 14. On June 
15, we held the preconstruction meeting and gave Notice to Proceed for June 27, 2016. GCS is 
installing silt fence, clearing and grubbing and placing sub grade material. They intend on starting 
to pour sidewalk concrete around the week of July 8th. 

o Phase 3 bike path connections: Staff reviewed the 60% design plans and are awaiting the 90% 
plans. 

o Other Projects in Construction (may affect vehicular/boater/pedestrian traffic patterns) 
o Charlotte Harbor Gateway Harbor Walk, Phase 1 – This project is to design and construct 

pedestrian and boater access to Charlotte Harbor. Phase 1 includes replacement of the seawall, 
construction of a restroom facility, small boat launch, parking area, and pedestrian promenade 
located at the foot of the north-bound US 41 Bridge. Once completed, new amenities will enhance 
the public’s waterfront experience. The project area is closed to the public during construction. 

o The County is utilizing Florida Department of Transportation (FDOT) Local Agency Program 
(LAP) Funds to construct this project. Notice to Proceed was issued by FDOT on 12/11/2014.  

o Construction is complete and punch list items are currently being completed. 
o A rendering of the finished project is available on the Project Status Updates website 
o Other Projects in Design, Negotiation or Procurement 
o Charlotte Harbor Gateway Harbor Walk, Phase 2 – The Charlotte Harbor Community 

Redevelopment Area (CHCRA) is interested in providing continuous pedestrian access from 
Bayshore Live Oak Park to Chester Roberts Park and to improve boater access to the harbor. 
Phase 2 includes the design of pedestrian connections from the promenade (located along the 
east side of US 41 northbound travel lanes) including a boardwalk crossing underneath the US 41 
Bridge, a stairway connecting the promenade to the US 41 Bridge sidewalk, a fishing pier and a 
water taxi dock facility.  This project is funded by the Charlotte County Redevelopment Fund 
and will be reimbursed up to $1,410,580 through a Local Agency Program (LAP) Agreement 
with the Florida Department of Transportation (FDOT). Design Contract: Kimley-Horn & 
Associates, Design Schedule: 10/15/2013 – 7/17/2015, Procurement Process: Fall 2016, 
Projected Start of Construction: Late 2016 

o Design is complete and approved by FDOT; the LAP Agreement was approved by the Board of 
County Commissioners on Feb. 23 and returned to FDOT for execution. The design team 
submitted the plans to the permitting agencies and is waiting for their responses.

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o Manasota Key Community Plan Design – The Manasota Key MSTU Advisory Board requested 
the development of a Community Plan including, but not limited to, sidewalks, bike paths, 
crosswalks and lighting.  The first phase of this project consisted of a conceptual master plan 
completed by Weiler Engineering in December 2013.  Phase 2 is the design of construction ready 
plans consisting of the top priorities as identified by the MSTU Advisory Board. Design Contract: 
Weiler Engineering, Design/Permitting Schedule: July 2014 – Fall 2016, Construction: TBD  

o The 60% design plans for the Gulf Blvd. sidewalk were received Dec. 31, 2014. A Community 
Meeting was held Feb. 4, 2015 to present the 60% sidewalk plans. At that time the Gulf Blvd. 
sidewalk project was put on hold until a survey was mailed to all property owners and input 
gathered.  

o The MSTU Advisory Board has reviewed all input and requested the lighting design be adjusted 
to alternate lights along each side of Gulf Blvd. Staff is processing a change order for the design 
engineer to accomplish this. The project is still on hold until this change order is received and 
approved by the Board of County Commissioners.  

o The 90% design plans for North Beach Road have been received and are under review. 
o Coastal Projects in Construction (may affect vehicular/boater/pedestrian traffic patterns) 
o Buena Vista Grassy Point Waterway Maintenance Dredging - Maintenance dredging provides 

continued safe navigation for citizens who utilize the waterways. This project provides for 
engineering, design and permitting to dredge the lateral channels and 500 feet into the interior 
canals to determine the amount of material needed to be removed to restore safe navigation. 
Construction Contract: Marine Contracting Group, Construction Schedule: 5/10/2016 – October 
2016 (150 day contract)  

o Marine Contracting Group mobilized their equipment, prepared the spoil site and has been 
dredging along George Road and Lister Waterway. 

 Coastal Projects in Design, Negotiation or Procurement: 
o Alligator Creek Dredging – The Alligator Creek Waterway MSBU Advisory Board requested that 

the County design and apply for a permit to dredge the navigable waterways within the Alligator 
Creek MSBU to a depth of -6 feet MLW. It is anticipated that a significant amount of time may be 
required to negotiate with the Florida Department of Environmental Protection (FDEP) to issue 
permits for the dredging within the Alligator Creek to more than a depth of -5 feet, which is the 
depth for the current permit. Construction services include environmental protection and dredging 
of Alligator Creek and adjacent channel dredging within the Gasparilla Sound, Charlotte Harbor 
Aquatic Preserve. Design Contract: Coastal Engineering, Design/Permitting Schedule: 1/6/2013 – 
Late 2015, Procurement Process: through June 24, 2016, Projected Start of Construction: 
Summer 2016 

o The Army Corps of Engineers (ACOE) combined the -5' MLW Maintenance Dredging project with 
the proposed -6' MLW project even though they are different in their scope.  

o The Florida Department of Environmental Protection (FDEP) permit was received Aug. 29, 2014 
for the -6ft MLW project which includes public interest in the form of purchasing and donating an 
YSI Water Quality Monitor to the "Friends of CHAP."  

o The ACOE issued their public notice and received one request for additional information from 
National Marine Fisheries specific to Essential Fish Habitat. Coastal Engineering Consultants 
responded with the requested data.    

o The National Marine Fisheries’ concurrence letter was issued to the ACOE on November 3, 2015. 
The ACOE Permit was issued December 29, 2015. A change order to facilitate the bid process 
was approved; the Consultant resurveyed the project area and provided updated construction 
drawings and specifications. 

o A Request for Bids was recently advertised and bids were opened May 4. A recommendation to 
award the dredging contract to Waterfront Property Services, LLC dba Gator Dredging, will be 
presented to the Board of County Commissioners on June 14. 

o Gulf Cove Waterway Maintenance Dredging - Maintenance dredging provides continued safe 
navigation for citizens who utilize the waterways. This project provides for engineering, design 
and permitting to dredge the lateral/access channels. The amount of material to be removed will 
be determined as engineering and design progresses. The project includes the removal of the 
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existing silt to the previous dredge depth of -4ft MLW within the lateral/access channels and 100 
feet into the interior canals. Design Contract: TBD, Design/Permitting Schedule: Through 
Summer 2016, Procurement Process Summer 2016, Projected Start of Construction: Summer 
2016  

o Coastal Engineering Consultants (CEC) proposed an alternate approach that will improve 
navigation and yield cost savings over time through reduction of maintenance dredging needs. 
The approach includes identifying/combining multiple canals into single channels extending to the 
river.  

o The County reviewed the preliminary plan set and issued a revised task order to Coastal 
Engineering Consultants to proceed with the additional survey and design work. CEC completed 
the additional survey and alternate design alignments depicting the proposed connector 
channels. The design was reviewed and approved by the MSBU Advisory Board; a second 
change order was submitted to facilitate the new design.  

o A pre-application meeting was conducted with the FDEP and ACOE to determine project 
feasibility. Both agencies view the project as favorable. FDEP commented that the FWC 
Department of Aquaculture will need to comment on the shellfish habitat designation and the 
ACOE stated that NMF will need to do the same in regards to the Smalltooth Sawfish habitat. 

o The permit application and drawings are complete and were submitted to State and Federal 
permitting agencies; correspondence between the County and ACOE confirmed that the review is 
underway. The Marine Marker Plan is also under review by the permitting agencies. 

o The Army Corps of Engineers has not asked for an informal review of this project from the 
National Marine Fisheries Services as of Sept. 30, 2015. The FDEP issued their permit with FWC 
Department of Aquaculture review of the shellfish habitat designation.  

o The Coast Guard is ready to issue the Marine Marker Permit pending authorization from the 
ACOE. A Request for Additional Information (RAI) was received from the ACOE and responded 
to.  

o The US Army Corps of Engineers (ACOE) Public Notice was issued February 2016.  Upon 
receipt of the ACOE permit the County will move forward with project implementation. 

o Harbor Heights Waterway Maintenance Dredging - This project consists of maintenance dredging 
existing man-made canals and access channels to their permitted conditions to restore safe 
navigation within the waterway system. Project area includes: Balboa, DeSoto, Dover, Santa 
Clara, Santa Barbara, San Salvador, and San Marino canals and associated channels within the 
Peace River. Brush cutting, for line of sight/navigation, was added to the contract. Design 
Contract: Stantec, Design/Permitting Schedule: 12/17/2013 – March 2016, Procurement Process: 
March – May 2016, Projected Start of Construction: Summer 2016 

o A recommendation to award Bid #16-296 to the lowest responsive, responsible, bidder, Marine 
Contracting Group was approved by the Board of County Commissioners on May 24.  Completion 
time is 120 calendar days upon Notice to Proceed which will be established at the pre-
construction meeting.  

o Pirate Harbor Access Channel – Dredging provides safe navigation for citizens who utilize the 
waterways. This project provides for engineering, design and permitting to dredge 2,300 feet of 
access channel that was not covered under previous permitting. This project was originally 
presented to the Florida Department of Environmental Protection (FDEP) in 2003/04 however, at 
that time, FDEP did not view this project as favorable and it was removed from the original 
contract. Now that the Pirate Harbor rock ledges have been removed, the engineering and design 
of the Pirate Harbor Access Channel has been added to the previous contract and will require a 
standard general permit. Design Contract: Coastal Engineering, Design/Permitting Schedule: 
4/22/2014 – Spring 2016, Procurement: Summer 2016, Projected Start of Construction: Fall 2016  

o FDEP completed the Uniform Mitigation Assessment Method (UMAM) ranking on the seagrass 
impacts for the proposed dredging. Coastal Engineering Consultants (CEC) investigated sites 
for a seagrass mitigation project (e.g., fill blow-holes / prop-scars). The initial search for potential 
mitigation sites did not find enough suitable areas within the vicinity of the project area therefore 
a wider search area was examined using aerial photography.  
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o CEC, working in partnership with FDEP and County Staff, completed the field survey of potential 
seagrass mitigation areas which was reviewed by FDEP and FWC.  A second meeting was held 
with FDEP in November 2015 to discuss the Seagrass Mitigation plan; FDEP requested that an 
updated boat survey be conducted to determine the required dredge depth; the boat survey was 
completed in February 2016.   

o A third meeting was held with FDEP, Aquatic Preserve and FWC staff to review the project 
design and multiple alternative proposals for seagrass mitigation strategies. State agencies have 
requested a channel realignment to possibly reduce potential impacts to seagrasses from the 
dredging.  

o State agency staff, County and CEC staff reached a consensus on a mitigation strategy to 
propose restoration of seagrass areas in the vicinity of Cormorant Key. A public interest proposal 
is being developed, in cooperation with Florida Sea Grant and local boating stakeholders within 
the Aquatic Preserve, as part of the permit process. A revised permit application will be submitted 
by the end of June to encompass the above changes and strategies. 

o Stump Pass 10 Year Beach and Inlet Management Plan – This project provides for continued 
monitoring, as required by permitting, for dredging Stump Pass that re-established the 1980 
channel alignment and provided for re-nourishment of critically eroded beaches. Maintenance 
dredging of Stump Pass and beach re-nourishment will be conducted approximately every three 
years. An engineered structure will be installed at Stump Pass to improve program performance. 
In the permitting process, an Adaptive Management Plan Strategy will be employed to provide 
options for modifications to structure(s) placed with initial construction, or installation of additional 
structures in the future, in response to beach and inlet management activities and storm erosion 
impacts. Design Contract: Coastal Engineering, Design/Permitting Schedule: 4/16/2012 – Early 
2016, Procurement Process: Spring 2016, Projected Start of Construction: Summer 2016 

o The US Fish and Wildlife Service agency prepared a new Biological Opinion (BO) for this Project. 
It is noted that the Red Knot was recently listed on the threatened and endangered species list, 
thus a new BO was necessary to review the project for migratory birds including Piping Plover 
and Red Knot as well as sea turtles.  

o The FDEP issued the Final Order (permit) for the project on Sept. 2, 2015. The review by 
National Marine Fisheries Service (NMFS) is complete and the County received ACOE approval. 
The review of construction drawings and bid specifications is complete.  The State Parks 
(Division of Recreation and Parks) issued a concurrence letter for an updated easement that 
would allow construction on the upland portion of the park property. The County worked through 
the negotiations with the State Parks Division and the revised easement is nearing completion.  

o Due to delays in the permitting process, the revised construction schedule is as follows:  
o Mobilization in July 2016. 
o Offshore borrow sand placement on Don Pedro and Knight Islands Aug-Oct 2016 
o Dredge Stump Pass Oct-Nov 2016 

Manasota Key Work (structure and backfill) Nov 2016-Jan 2017 

 Landscape Projects in Construction: 
o Burnt Store Village Buffer – This project provides for landscaping and irrigation to create a buffer 

along the east side of Burnt Store Road between Zemel Road and Doredo Drive. Design 
Contract: Charlotte Engineering & Surveying. Construction contract: Jones Landscape, 
Construction schedule: 5/23 – 10/20 2016 (150 calendar days).  

o Cypress, red maple, and sweet bay trees have been planted and utility services have been 
established. The installation of irrigation is underway and the planting of shrubs and additional 
trees continues.  This project is progressing ahead of schedule.  

o Gateway Landscaping: Toledo Blade Blvd. (US 41 to Hillsborough Blvd.)  – This project provides 
for median landscaping with irrigation along Toledo Blade Boulevard between US 41 and 
Hillsborough Boulevard. Landscape materials may include trees (Palm, Japanese Blueberry, 
Crepe Myrtle), shrubs (Saw Palmetto, Ixora, Fountain Grass), and groundcover (Coontie, Purple 
Lantana, Asian Jasmine, Starburst Pentas). The Board of County Commissioners expressed their 
approval to proceed with planning, design and construction of landscaped community 
entrance features that will improve the appearance of certain gateways to Charlotte County and 
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enhance the County's overall desirability as a place to visit, work and live. Design Contract: David 
M. Jones, Jr. & Associates, Construction Contract: MRT Lawn and Garden Center, Construction 
Schedule: 7/7 – 9/5/2016 (60 calendar days) 

o Water and electrical points of service are ready at this location however electrical service is 
pending activation by Florida Power and Light. Directional bore drilling and trenching for irrigation 
is underway. 

o Intermittent, temporary lane closures are expected for the delivery and installation of landscape 
materials, including trees, to the medians.  

o PORT CHARLOTTE, Fla. (July 29, 2016) – Intermittent inside lane closures are anticipated on 
Toledo Blade Boulevard, from US 41 to Hillsborough Boulevard, next week from Tuesday, August 
2 – Friday, August 5 between 9 a.m. – 4 p.m. Work in this area includes median landscaping; 
temporary inside lane closures will be necessary for the delivery of landscape materials to the 
medians. Advance warning signs and flaggers will be onsite as necessary. Travelers may 
experience intermittent, slow moving traffic and/or temporary delays within the project limits and 
should allow extra time when planning to travel through this area. 

o Midway Boulevard Median Landscaping – This project provides for median landscaping with 
irrigation along Midway Boulevard between Yancey Street and Harbor Boulevard. Landscape 
materials may include trees (Palm, Weeping Yaupon, Crepe Myrtle), shrubs (Silver Palmetto, 
Bluestem Palmetto, Fountain Grass), and groundcover (Purple Lantana). Design Contract: David 
M. Jones, Jr. & Associates, Construction Contract: Superior Landscaping and Lawn Service, 
Construction Schedule: 6/27 – 8/26/16 (60 calendar days) 

o The reclaimed water facility connection is in place. Ground preparations are underway.  

 Landscaping Projects in Design, Negotiation or Procurement: 
o Gateway Landscaping: I-75 at King’s Highway – This project provides for roadside landscaping 

along I-75 at the Kings Highway interchange, as programmed by FDOT’s Bold Landscape 
initiative. The Board of County Commissioners expressed their approval to proceed with planning, 
design and construction of landscaped community entrance features that will improve the 
appearance of certain gateways to Charlotte County and enhance the County's overall desirability 
as a place to visit, work and live. Design Contract: David M. Jones & Associates, Design 
Schedule:  through Fall 2016  

o Design is nearing completion. Construction plans have been submitted to FDOT to 
request permitting of the Community Aesthetic Feature. The County's request to extend the 
FDOT Irrigation and Landscape Permit was granted through July 10, 2017. Construction is 
pending completion of the FDOT I-75 road widening project in the vicinity of Kings Highway.  

o Gateway Landscaping: Jones Loop at I-75 – This project provides for roadside and median 
landscaping along Jones Loop, from Mac Drive to Piper Road, at the I-75 interchange. The Board 
of County Commissioners expressed their approval to proceed with planning, design and 
construction of landscaped community entrance features that will improve the appearance of 
certain gateways to Charlotte County and enhance the County's overall desirability as a place to 
visit, work and live. This project is funded, in part, by a grant from the Florida Highway 
Beautification Council. Design Contract: Johnson Engineering, Design Schedule: June – Dec 
2016. 

o The initial survey and environmental site visit are complete. Design is in progress; base plans and 
sightline analysis is underway to identify potential planting areas and sign locations. 30% design 
plans are expected to be received in early August. 

o Gateway Landscaping: US 17 at I-75 – This project provides for roadside landscaping along US 
17 at the I-75 interchange. The Board of County Commissioners expressed their approval to 
proceed with planning, design and construction of landscaped community entrance features that 
will improve the appearance of certain gateways to Charlotte County and enhance the County's 
overall desirability as a place to visit, work and live. This project is funded, in part, by a grant from 
the Florida Highway Beautification Council. Design Contract: Johnson Engineering, 
Design/Permitting schedule: June – Dec 2016.  
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o The initial survey and the environmental site visit is complete. Design is in progress; base plans 
and sightline analysis is underway to identify potential planting areas and sign locations. 30% 
design plans and cost estimates are expected in early August. 

o Winchester Boulevard Median Landscaping and Buffer – This project provides for landscaping 
with irrigation along Winchester Boulevard South, from SR 776 to CR 775 (Placida Road). Design 
services will include preparation of construction drawings, bidding and inspection services for the 
installation of landscaping, irrigation and a proposed buffer. Landscape plants include canopy and 
ornamental trees, palms, shrubs and ground cover. Design Contract: CES/American, 
Design/Permitting Schedule:  Early 2016 – 8/22/2016 

o The 60% design plans are under review by County staff; utility coordination and progress 
meetings continue.

Petersburg, and Research Data, out of Tampa.  Keep in mind a “brand” is far more than just a 
logo, it needs to have sense of place as well as provide a basic impression as to what the product 
is.  Branding is done in several phases and we are rounding the final stretch of an extremely 
complex, yet exciting process The agency completed in-market interviews and out-of-market 
focus groups both in state and out, and developed some initial branding that needed to be tested 
by focus groups in the same markets as previous research had been performed.  Staff attended 
the Tampa focus groups in person, and for cost control purposes, via live-web conference for the 
out-of-market studies.  The new brand concept tested extremely well, both in-state and out, and 
final tweaks are being made before presentations to stakeholders, the TDC, and the public. 

o The VCB, working with local and state government has been staying abreast of two significant 
issues impacting Florida Tourism: Blue-green algae, which was quickly associated by national 
press with all of with Florida rather than a limited area and the Zika virus. The VCB is working 
with our PR and Social Media agency to start a #NoAlgae campaign showing our clear waters to 
offset the perception that bluegreen algae is in all coastal waters.  

o The VCB has put a new section on our website, hoping to better educate the potential visitor (and 
any other interested party) on both water quality issues and Zika. We’ve also taken the 
opportunity to add some red tide and tannin educational information alongside the blue-green 
algae for water quality issues, as they are often either geo-specific, in the case of red tide, or 
completely a non-issue (tannin). The section has just come online and is a work-in-progress, and 
will be updated as more information and assets become available. We have also provided 
information to Phase V, the company that handles calls to our 800 number both in regard to Zika 
and bluegreen algae. Additionally, we have been in touch with Allegiant Airlines and Frontier to 
assure we are apprised of the information their call centers is providing to the public when they 
are booking flights.
